Of Irish Polltleul Prisoners Vigorously 


Condemned.

pressed at a mass meeting in the acad- 
emy of music Monday night, and the 
alleged inhumanities practiced upon 
l>r. Thomas Gallagher, Albert White- 
head ami their associates recently re- 
leased from British dungeons, were 
resented in forcible speeches and reso- 
lutions, 


For the time all differences between 


the Irish religious factions were for- 
gotten. Hibernians and Orangemen 
united in one protest. 
While the dem- 


onstration was characteristically Irish 
and for the sake of Ireland's sufferers, 
other nationalities were represented.

Chicago, 
Oct. 20.— (Special.)— Tbe 


Chicago Record's postal card ballot con- 
tinues to give daily evidence that Bry- 
an will carry the so-called doubtful 
states in the central west for president. 


Some weeks ago the. Record sent out 


several hundred thousand postal curds 
to the voters of Chicago and the states 
of Kentucky, Minnesota, South Dako- 
ta, North Dakota, Kansas, Y/isconsm, 
Michigan, Nebraska, Indiana, Iowa and 
Missouri aud requested them to ex- 
press their choice for president, stating1 
also for whom they had voted in 1892, 
and return the card to the Record. 


The returns are not large. But 127,- 


000 votes have been received from the 
11 states mentioned. Of this number 
88,000 are for McKinley and 39,000 for 
Bryan. The Bryan vote is larger than 
McKinley's in Kentucky and Missouri, 
but McKinley leads in the other nine 
states. 
In Chicago the vote stands: 


McKinley, 00,000, and Bryan, 14,000. 
All this was expccled. The Record is 
a gold bug newspaper, and this ballot 
was begun with 1he idea that it would 
help the republican cause. Republic- 
ans were urged to vote. On the other 
hand, the democratic leaders, distrust- 
ful of the Record and its scheme, urged 
the friends of Bryan and free silver, 
through every means by which they 
could reach them, not to vote. 


Thus, under the circumstances, the 


mere number of votes cast signifies 
nothing, especially when the 
total 


number received is less than five per 
cent, of the total vote of the states 
named, and scarcely 15 per cent, of the 
city of Chicago. The total signifies only 
that, with all their efforts, the republic- 
ans have been able to round up bul 
88,000 votes in 11 disputed states and 
but CG,000 in the city of Chicago in favor 
of their own scheme, while, in spite of 
their efforts to prevent it, 39,000 demo- 
crats have, voted in the states and 14,000 
in Chicago. 


But the Record's 
ballot 
has one, 


though only one, significant feature. 
ICach postal card received at the Record 
cf!ice tells not only how the sender in- 
tends to vote at the approaching elec- 
tion, but also how he voted four years 
iga. Thus the percentage of change 
is obtained, and this is where the dem- 
ocrats come in. 


An analysis shows that in every state 


mentioned and in every ward of Chi- 
cago, without a single exception, the 
per cent, of republican votes for Bryan 
is much larger than the per cent, of 
democratic for McKinley. More than 
that, it shows that Bryan is receiving 
a laj-gcr per cent, of republican votes 
than he will lose oE democrat votes to 
Mc'Kinlcy and Palmer combined. If this 
were the result of an analysis of the 
vote of one or two wards of the city, or 
of one or two states, it would have no 
special significance, but it is true of 
every ward and of every state.

Of Land Involved In 11 Suit "Now I'cntting 


In the UiilteU Statnn Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The title to 


40,000,000 acres of land is involved in a 
case pending in the supreme court of 
the United States, wherein the United 
States Monday asked leave to file a 
brief, because of its concern in the 
question presented. The title of the 
case is the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad 
Co. vs. Robert Mingus, and it comes 
from the supreme court of the terri- 
tory of New Mexico. The litigation 
•was over the title to a tract of land 
situated within the limits of that part 
of the grant originally made in 18(>4 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Co., and declared to be forfeited to the 
United States by the act of 1SSO, be- 
cause the road company terminus 
therewith had not been constituted in 
accordance with the conditions of the 
grant. 
rlhe supreme 
court of the 


territory affirmed Mangus' title to the 
land, and the railroad company ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of the 
United States. 


It is claimed by the railroad that by 


an act passed in 1871 congress, ex- 
pressly authorized the 
company to 


mortgage the land grant and, that 
having been done, congress could not 
forfeit the land at least xintil after the 
time when that mortgage became due, 
which time had not yet arrived. 


Mr. Joseph Call, assistant counsel 


for the United States, in his brief states 
that the land in question comprises all 
that part of the grant Ij'iug between 
Tsleta Junction and Springfield, Mo., 
and 
between 
the 
Colorado river 


and the Pacific ocean, forty out of 
the

tained in the original grant. If the 
claims of the railroad company should 
be sustained all of the patents issued 
by the United Sl;\tes and entries al- 
lowed to settlors for parts of such land 
Bince 13.SO would be nullified.

Silver-using countries, 
with large reserves of virgin resources, 
could look forward to a further fall 
in prices with much more equanimity 
than this country, for instance, where 
already falling prices, concurrent with 
increasing cost of labor, have reciuccd 
the margin of profit on capital em- 
ployed in industrial 
enterprise, and 


have almost wholly obliterated fhe 
margin in the- case of agriculture. To 
let silver work out its own salvntion by 
provoking an enormous increase of 
production at the expense of the gold- 
using countries is not a solution that 
can be entertained, though as the gold 
monometallists propound no serious 
remedy, they must be presumed to bo 
blind to the dangers which lurk in lais- 
sez fairc.
